Web Offset Benefits 


WEB OFFSET equipment costs are 
often similar to larger sheet-fed 
costs. Similar plates are used on 
beth sheet-fed and web-fed offset 
presses. No different platemaking 
techniques are necessary. Com- 
bined operations in addition to 
printing can be done while paper 
is in web press at far less cost 
than extra operations. Perfora- 
ting, folding, punching, slitting 
and numbering are a few. High 
web speeds and lower plate costs 
offset savings over stepping up 
jobs to run on large sheet-fed 
presses.

We 
doubt if many can make out this punched 
name; the effect is what we'd normally call 
a weak impression from a solid plate on 
rough paper. What was wrong with the other 
color which you say emphasized the punch- 
ing and which decided you to let the punch- 
ing “almost drop out” because you thought 
the yellow balanced better? Why attempt the 
impossible? Why any punching at all in the 
band, if it is not distinguishable? 
Since the yellow is much weaker in tone 
than the blue used for type, what would be 
wrong with printing the band in a medium 
to light brown so the contrast with paper 
would make the punching identifiable? The 
job would be less bright, but the brown we 
visualize would be lighter than the blue.

Misalignment of Small Letters 

Q lease look over the enclosed mag 
azine. What suggestions can you offer for 
correcting mechanical defects? 


A.—We noticed the misalignment of 
a number of small letters, notably n, s, 
and e. We could not give the cause unless 
we could see a line of the matrices and the 
slug that was cast from it. To make a test, 
set up a line for examination. Take a proof 
of the slug, observe the alignment of like 
characters, and remove those that are ir 
regular. In this way you can determine 
whether the trouble is due to matrices 
with damaged or repaired lugs. The re 
pairing of lugs is often responsible for 


imperfect alignment
